A three year, escalating street tree 
planting program for H Street and 
Ocean Ave. will seek funding tomorrow 
night before the Lompoc City Council. 
At the same regular session, the board 
will view a proposed ordinance change 
enabling them to set sewer and water 
rates 
by 
resolution 
instead of 
by 
ordinance. 
The meeting will take place in City 
Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 119 West 
Walnut Avenue, at 7:30 It is open to the 
public. 
The street tree planting program is 
aimed 
at 
filling 
gaps 
in 
existing 
plantings along the city’s two major 
thoroughfares with trees conforming to 
the council’s established master plan of 
species. According to Public Works 
Director Barry Gustafson, the program 
will plant 117 trees in fiscal 1975, 138 in 
fiscal 1976 and 199 trees in fiscal 1977. 
Dominant species will be Eucalyptus 
(197 trees over the three years in three 
separate species), Evergreen Elm (92 
trees in all). Sycamore (107 trees 
overall) and the petite Lemon Bottle 
Brush (68 trees over three years ) 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers will 
ask the council for $2,500 to begin 
implementation of the program. This 
item is carried in the council’s consent 
calendar and may not come up for 
separate discussion,

Thus, without mentioning Nixon's 
name. 
Assistant Special 
Prosecutor 
Richard Ben-Veniste indicated in his 
opening argument that the former 
president will be the absent central 
figure in the lengthy trial 
Nixon, 
who 
was 
named 
as 
an 
unindicted co-conspirator before his 
resignation from office last Aug 
9, 
cannot be tried in the case because of a 
pardon granted him by President Ford 
Nixon’s attorneys also have asked that 
he 
be excused from testifying on 
grounds of ill health. 
Ben-Veniste 
used 
an 
abbreviated 
morning session in court to describe the 
atmosphere among top Nixon aides 
immediately following the discovery of 


agents of the President's re-election 
campaign in the headquarters of the 
Democratic National Committee June 
17,1972 
“We will prove to you in the course of 
this trial,” Ben-Veniste told the jury in 
his opening statement, “that attempts of 
law enforcement agencies to ascertain 
who was responsible ... were met by an 
effort to cover up the facts and obstruct 
the investigations by the most powerful 
men in the government of the United 
States in a conspiracy that even involved 
the President of the United States 
himself.” 
He then outlined five elements of the 
alleged conspiracy: 
— An immediate decision among 
Nixon’s aides to “push the line” that the 
Watergate burglars were “a bunch of 
nuts” who were “off on a lark of their 
own.” 
—Concealment of documents linking 
higher-ups to the burglary 
—The aides’ use of “their positions of 
trust and power at the very summit of 


goverment” to manipulate the FBI and 
the CIA. 
—The payment of hush money, which 
he described as “a massive, covert 
secret operation " 
—Secret assurances to burglars and 
others 
—“even 
(former 
attorney 
general and defendant) John Mitchell” 
-o f executive intervention 
Ben-Veniste also said the jury would 
be listening to actual tape recorded 
conversations between Nixon and his 
aides and advised the jurors to ignore 
the “vulger and coarse” language. He 
said such language is “sometimes used 
by men, even in high office, in their 
private conversations ” 
The opening of the trial was delayed 
for two hours while lawyers for both 
sides met in chambers with U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica. The reason for the 
meeting was not disclosed, but when 
Sirica came into court he denied a 
defense motion for a mistrial and 
excused one of the jurors chosen just 
last Friday. 
Trustees to devote meeting 
to use of 'windfall7 money 


Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict will devote an entire meeting 
tomorrow to consideration of proposals 
for use of $1.5 million in one-time-only 
funds. 
The meeting is scheduled for 3:30 p.m. 
in the Central Administration Building 
1301 North A St. 
Before them as they deliberate will be 
a wide variety of proposals some that 
have languished on the educational shelf 
for years; and others that were handed 
the board only recently. 


In the latter category is a series of 
proposals by the Certificated Employe 
Council (CEC) that were the indirect 
subject of much debate on Oct. 8. At that 
time a CEC spokesperson argued that 
the list should be the subject of the 
“meet 
and 
confer” 
process, 
thus 
implying some effort by each of the 
parties to reach agreement. Board 
president Karl Braun, however, made it 
clear that the trustees were committed 
to listening to the CEC proposals and 
even to a discussion of the questions, but 
that the final decision lay with the 
board. Basically, Braun argued that the 


board was committed to spending the 
money if at all on one-time-only projects 
and not on on going projects. 
That’s as far as the discussion got. 
Details of the CEC list, presumably will 
come up tomorrow 
The CEC list consists of 13 proposals 
plus a catchall 
14th that requests 
funding for previous CEC proposals. 
CEC would use some of the surplus 
monies 
for 
carpeting 
all 
school 
libraries; for the construction of two 
additional 
tennis 
courts 
and 
the 
construction of windbreaks for all courts 
at Cabrillo High School; for more 
adequate dressing facilities, and for 
more 
adequate 
storage 
areas 
and 
training rooms at both high schools; for 
the employment of full-time library 
aides for all elementary schools; for the 
district shouldering the entire cost of 
health coverage for all certificated 
employes and their families. 
Also for a hot lunch program; for a 
new automotive facility at Lompoc High 
School; 
for 
the 
financing 
of 
transportation for student tutors; for 
the expansion of vocational education 
programs. 


And for the use of $50,000 of the money 
for audio visual materials; 
for the 
allocation of $7.50 per student for 
instructional equipment; the allocation 
of $10 per student for division among 
seven categories according to board 
policy; and for the allocation of $2 per 
student for the promotion of fine arts 
and performing arts. 
The CEC is a nine-member body 
composed of teachers drawn from the 
ranks of Lompoc Education Association 
(LEA), and from Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers (LFT). 
The $1.5 million is the balance of a one­ 
time-only fund of $1.9 million that came 
to the district at the end of July as a 
result of an appeals court ruling that the 
state had improperly withheld state aid 
monies for a number of years because 
the local district received federal Public 
Law 874 impacted aid money. 
In addition to the CEC proposals for 
spending the money the board has 
recommendations from a variety of 
sources including a voluminous research 
report put together by Dr. Bill Williams 
and a staff of educators and private 
citizens. 
Kissinger finds high tension 


DAMASCUS (UPI) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has found 
enormous tension in the Middle East but 
does 
not 
believe 
an 
outbreak 
of 
hostilities is imminent, a high American 
official said today. 
The official spoke to newsmen on the 
flight from Cairo to Damascus, where 
Kissinger arrived at 1:00 p.m (7 a.m. 
EDT) for a final round of talks with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
In a busy weekend of talks Kissinger: 
—Won agreement from Saudi Arabia 
to help him push for a drop in the world’s 
record oil prices. 
—Worked out with Israel the details of 
an accord on the direction of the next 
round of Middle East peace talks and 
transmitted the Israeli ideas today to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
Cairo Israeli sources said this meant no 
further Israeli pullback from captured 
Arab territories without something in 
return 
—Said in Cairo he had seen “positive 
indications” of possible progress toward 
peace in the Middle East and announced 
he would return to the area the first 


week in November. 
—Today’s talks complete Kissinger’s 
current Middle East tour. He was 
expected to leave Damascus at 5 .00 p.m. 
(11 a.m. EDT) for Algiers and later will 
visit 
Morocco 
before 
returning 
to 
Washington late Tuesday. 


The 
high-ranking 
official 
aboard 
Kissinger’s plane said that despite 
apparent progress during his latest 
Middle East tour, the negotiations had 
proved tougher than the Secretary 
expected 


But the official said that though 
Kissinger found enormous tension, he 
did not believe an outbreak of hostilities 
was imminent. 
With 
Egyptian 
President 
Sadat 
standing at his side Kissinger told 
newsmen in Cairo: 


“I reported to the president my 
impressions of the area and about the 
conversations that I have had with 
various leaders of the countries I have 
visited. 
“I told him my conclusion that there 
are positive indications which may be 
progress toward making just peace in 
the area possible,” he said. 
Kissinger left Cairo for Damascus at 
11:33a.m. (5:33a.m. EDT). 
He said Sadat would discuss the 
progress in the peace negotiations with 
other Arab leaders at the summit 
conference in Rabat, Morocco, Oct. 26 
“I therefore plan to return to the area 
during the first week of November and 
we will then assess progress made 
towards peace in the Middle East on a 
thorough 
and 
complete 
basis,’’ 
Kissinger said

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today vetoed legislation forcing an 
immediate cutoff of military aid to 
Turkey —thereby setting up his first 
confrontation 
with 
Congress 
since 
taking office. 


The House, which last week refused to 
accept a compromise on the Turkey 
issue, scheduled a vote for Tuesday on 
overriding the veto. The vote delayed 
Congress’ pre-election recess which was 
scheduled to have started last Friday. 
Ford 
has 
vetoed 
five 
previous 
measures but Tuesday’s vote will be 
Congress’ first attempt at overriding his 
veto. The congressional leadership pre­ 


dicted it would be sustained. 
Ford, in a message to the House 
announcing his action, said, “I take this 
step with great reluctance, but in the 
belief that I have no other choice.” 


He said that an arms cutoff to Turkey 
would help neither Greece nor the Greek 
Cypriot people “who have suffered so 
tragically” in recent months. 


He said in vetoing the bill, “I do so 
because, should this measure become 
law. it would be impossible for the 
United States to continue to play any 
meaningful role in assisting the parties 
to resolve the Cyprus dispute.”

Mills, D-Ark , one of the most 
powerful

in Congress 
Some colleagues agree that 
something did happen to Wilbur 
in the past two or three years, 
about the time he decided to 
run for President. 
For most of his career in 
Congress, Mills was intellec­ 
tual, staid and mostly serious 
He was said to refuse White 
House invitations so he could 
stay at home with his wife 
Polly His bedside reading was 
articles on tax law 
Most people thought all Mills 
had to worry about was how big 
his re-election margin would be 
—but that was before a week 
ago today 
The events are by now well 
known About 2 a m , Oct 14. 
police stopped a speeding car 
with no headlights. 
A woman ran into a tidal 
basin of the Potomac River and 
was 
pulled 
out 
by 
police, 
screaming One passenger was 
an intoxicated, scratched and 
bleeding man who identified 
himself as Wilbur Mills. 
First, Mills office denied he 
was present Two days later, 
with 
the 
congressman 
still 
absent, his office issued a 
written statem ent saying that 
it was all a misunderstanding, 
simply a party of friends 
Polly was not there, it said, 
because she was home with a 
broken foot. 
The woman, Annabel Battis- 
tella, 38. whom Mills called a 
neighbor 
in 
his 
apartm ent 
complex, once worked as a 
nightclub stripper, billed as 


"Fanne Foxe, the Argentine 
FireC racker.” 
Mills now has to face the 
voters back in Arkansas who 
have regularly returned him to 
Congress for the past 35 years 
For the first time, a Repub­ 
lican, 31-year-old Judy Petty, is 
giving him a serious challenge 
"1 just can’t understand what 
happened to Wilbur," sai(l one 
bewildered senior member of 
his committee 
Many of his colleagues say 
whatever happened to Wilbur 
happened in 1972. He der ided to 
run for President, got roughly 1 
per cent of the vote in the 
primaries, and dropped out 
before the convention. 
After that, Mills was hit with 
back problems. He was laid up 
for eight months in Arkansas 
for treatm ent which included 
disc surgery and recuperation 
When he returned, both Mills 
and his committee had chan- 
ged 
The committee had begun 
holding open meetings, and its 
members —none of whom had 
even been appointed to the 
committee when Mills became 
chairman 16 years ago, found 
they could act and think on 
their own. 
Mills began to show different 
moods On some days he was 
pensive and appeared not to 
hear reporters' questions. He 
would lapse into long dialogues

appearing to shut out those 
around him.

Mills has been taking pain- 
killing drugs for his back, and 
some committee members at­ 
tributed his behavioral changes 
to that fact.

Top Japanese business office bombed 


TOKYO (UPI) - A bomb 
wrecked the downtown office 
building of a major Japanese 
im port^xport company today, 
but a telephone warning gave 
the firm time to evacuate most 
of its 2,700 employes and avert 
a major catastrophe.

of Mitsui and Co. Two of the

Company officials said Mit­ 
sui’s computerized worldwide 
communications network re­ 
mained intact although win­

"I heard an awful bang and a

there

smoke

knew it was a bomb "

"a bomb has been planted" in

CBS-TV Sunday night show-

at the age of 73. 
A family spokesman said 
Sullivan died of cancer of the 
esophagus at Lenox Hill Hos­ 
pital He had been hospitalized 
more than five weeks ago 
It was Sullivan who gave 
American television audiences 
their first look at Elvis Presley 
in the 1950s and the Beatles in 
the 1960s. 
Comic 
impersonators 
got 
laughs by mocking Sullivan 
himself, especially his “ really 
big shew” line, which he used 
in introducing his show 
Sullivan got into show busi­ 
ness as a newspaper reporter 
covering celebrities. He wrote 
a newspaper column for the 
New York Daily News until his 
death. 
After a series of short-lived 


radio shows, he was spotted by 
CBS while hosting the New 
York 
Daily 
News’ 
annual 
Harvest Moon Ball. 
In 1947, CBS gave Sullivan a 
one-hour variety series, origi­ 
nally called “The Toast of the 
Town," which ran for 20 years 
A 
fellow 
journalist. 
Jim 
Bishop, once said “ By all the 
rules of the theater, he’s a 
cipher 
He cannot act 
He 
cannot sing He cannot dance 
He cannot tell a joke. 


Although his role was seen as 
that of the person who changed 
the signs between vaudeville 
acts, Sullivan was not entirely 
uncontroversial. In 1961, he had 
a feud with Jack Paar, then 
star of NBC-TV’s late night 
show, over perform ers’ fees. 


Sullivan started the dispute 
by saying he would not pay 
perform ers as much as $7,500 
for appearances on his prime 
time show if they appeared on 
Paar s show for only $320 


Bizarre murder on 
campus at Stanford

The body of a young woman 
who went to pray in a church on

Her body was found lying 
face up in the chapel at 5.45 
a.m. by Stanford Police officer 
Steven 
Crawford, 
who 
was 
preparing to open the church 
for Sunday worship 
She was clad in only a brown 
sweater and jacket. Her blue 
jeans had been placed on the 
floor of the spacious chamber 


and she had markings around 
her neck, according to Santa 
Clara 
County 
Sheriff's 
Lt 
Robert Bartoo. 
Asked if Mrs. Perry was 
possibly the victim of a Black 
Mass satanist torture-killing, 
Bartoo replied: 
“ Were 
exploring 
all 
the 
possibilities, including this. 
There 
were 
“ some 
objects 
lying around, 
he said, “ but 
I'm not sure just what." 
Six detectives were assigned 
to the case. The m ajor clue was 
said to be a report that two men 
entered the century-old church 
with a woman just before the 
midnight lockup.

Farm ers angered by steeply 
increasing 
feed 
costs

sagging cattle, hog and dairy 
prices have decided to band 
together to try to get more 
money for their products 
Representatives from across 
the country planned to gather 
tonight at 160 meetings spon­ 
sored by the National Farm ers 
Organization to plot strategy to 
boost prices 
“ I’ve never seen farm ers so 
m ad,” said Oren Lee Staley, 
president of the Des Moines, 
Iowa h eadquartered 
farm 
cooperative. 
“ All you have to do is talk to 
bankers or auctioneers and 
they will tell how farm ers are 
on the verge of having to sell 
out. You can’t lose that kind of 
money 
for 
very 
long, 
you 
know," Staley said. 
Staley said hog producers are 
losing about $25 a head on their 
stock while cattle feeders are 
losing $50 to $100 a head on 


their stock 
In Chicago, a m eat industry 
spokesman said Sunday that 
the increased feed costs could 
send 
pork 
prices 
soaring, 
though beef prices may stay 
down during coming months. 
Howard C. Madsen, director 
of economics and statistics for 
the American Meat Institute, 
said 10 per cent more beef is 
available this year than was 
available last year, but pork 
production is down 10 per cent 
With hogs, he said, farm ers 
cannot 
substitute 
grass for 
grain feeds as they can with 
cattle. More cattle, he said,

It was one of the wildest 16 minutes of football ever played 
at Huyck Stadium 
During the final quarter plus, Lompoc and Dos Pueblos 
traded four touchdowns, as well as assorted long runs, long 
passes, long kicks and returns. It finally ended with a 
goal line interception.

The Braves have now successfully taken on all comers 
from the south, including three Channel League 14-A ) foes in 
a row Next week they'll start challenging teams from the 
north as the Northern League season begins.

"This is our best start ever — no question," said Jim 
Spruill, who has coached the Braves since 1965 “ We ve been 
undefeated at this point in other years, but not against these 
kinds of people (opponents)." 
The Braves stopped the Chargers' blackjack offense one 
card short Friday night Dos Pueblos had scored 21 points in 
each of its previous three games A touchdown on the final 
play of the game would have given the Chargers 20 points 
and they probably would have kicked the PAT to make it 21. 
But a halfback pass from Greg Swan was picked off at the 
goal line by LeRoy Grossim and the clock ran out. 
Oddly% the Chargers elected to let a halfback throw the 
most important pass of the ballgame after quarterback 
Chuck Melendez, a fine passer, had driven his team to the 
Lompoc nine yard line. 
Dos Pueblos had a receiver open on the final play, but 
Swan never saw him Lompoc defensive end Pat Casarez 
rushed Swan hard and forced the poor pass that Grossini 
intercepted. 
It was just the final big play in a game full of biggies for 
both teams Probably the most important one for Lompoc 
was a 29-yard touchdown pass play from Chuck Van Allen to 
sophomore slotback Calvin Boler. 
That one came with 4:46 left in the game and capped a 
Lompoc make-or-break drive. It was the second clutch pass- 


and-grab by Van Allen and Boler in two weeks. They did the 
same thing against Santa Barbara (27 yards) to set up the 
winning TD. 
The big crowd at Huyck screamed itself hoarse as the two 
teams stood toe-to-toe and traded punches. There were 16 
Big Plays (plays of 15 yards or more) in the ballgame, nine 
of them by DP The Chargers, in fact, outgained Lompoc 354 
yards to 202. 
But as Spruill said. "We didn't make many yards, but the 
ones we made counted." 
" I think we out-hit them." added Spruill. "We blocked 
some guys that haven’t been blocked yet this year. There 
were some holes ripped in their defensive line a mile wide. ” 
And as usual, Spruill had heavy praise for his defense. 
"I thought our defense did just an outstanding job.” 
The Chargers penetrated inside the Braves 20 yard line 
three times without scoring. As time ran out in the first 
half, Melendez threw into the Lompoc end zone five straight 
times, and all five passes fell incomplete. 
Spruill,

completed three, commented. "You need a running attack 
to get across the goal line."

in Ernie DiGregorio and emerged as the most exciting team in 
the NBA 
Donovan did it with smart drafting, the hiring of a coach 
(Jack Ramsay) who was skilled at working with young players, 
and spectacular trading He admitted that the Braves' rapid 
success even surprised him Now Ramsay says, "We can play 
anybody - and beat anybody" 
FORWARDS: The top three at the position - Jim 
McMilltan, Garfield Heard and Jack Marin — all were acquired 
by Donovan in trades last season, and each contributes some 
thing different and important to the team Heard is a bull off the 
boards, an explosive scorer and runs like an express McMillian 
is the quiet, guiding force, unspectacular but remarkably 
steady, not fast but quick, and unwavering Marin is a 
devastating shooter who can pump up a faltering offense, has 
the knowledge and experience of a seasoned veteran, and pro­

At 9:15 a.m. on a Tuesday 
m orning, looking ra th e r 
sleepy but unmistakably like 
Dick Cavett (only more the 
bohemian: blond hair longer 
than usual, a mod beige suit 
and open-necked green shirt 
with flared collar), D ick 
Cavett enters the offices of 
Harcourt Brace, Jovanovich 
publishers of his newly 
released 
autobiography, 
"Cavett", for his second in­ 
terview of the day and wants 
an opinion on his first inter­ 
view: 
“ Did you see the Today 
Show? No? Drat, I wanted to 
know how it came off.” 
Our party of three, which 
includes Christopher Porter­ 
field, Cavett’s collaborator 
on the hook and the producer 
of his TV show, moves into a 
sm all, com fortable, book- 
lined conference room. 
There are some ice-break­ 
ing murmurtngs and joking 
about how tired everyone is 
and what was said on the To­ 
day Show and the discussion 
begins. 
No, the a u th o rs say, 
"Cavett” was not written as a 
hedge against unemploy­ 
ment, although Cavett’s posi­ 
tion at ABC is precarious at 
best. His biweekly status 
lends him a fair amount of 
anonymity and his contract 
with the station expires in 
December. 
S till, P o rte rfie ld says. 
‘‘We’ve been talking about 
doing a book since October of 
’72. Being busy, Dick wasn't 
in a position to w rite it alone 
and we always wanted to 
work together. We’ve been 
friends sir.ce we were room­ 
mates at Yale. 
"There are two rem arka­ 
ble things, according to the 
publisher, about the book," 


he continues. "One, that we 
finished it at all, and, two, 
that we did it without finish­ 
ing our friendship.” 
‘Oh, yeah‘r ’ Cavett retorts 
with feigned belligerency, 
and everyone laughs. 
Their relationship is, evi­ 
dently, just what it appears 
to be in the book, which is 
written in an entertaining 
nest ion and answer format, 
wo old college roommates 
who stimulate and appreci­ 
ate each other's w it ana who, 
perhaps, represent two sides 
of one personality. 
Where Cavett is theatrical 
in demeanor and tempera­ 
ment, P orterfield is busi­ 
nesslike. Tall, affable, thin­ 
ner than his picture suggests, 
he wears his dark hair short, 
his shirt buttoned and collar 
held with a tie. 
Where Porterfield is or­ 
ganized and able to plan 
goals for himself, Cavett, 
P orterfield says, "doesn t 
have a time-table for his lile 
and there’s a constant desire 
to set priorities and get or­ 
ganized" It’s usually a case 
of Cavett looking for a pencil 
on a table and coming across 
an old New Yorker which 
captures his attention, foiling 
his plans to get down to work. 
In the book, Cavetts’ life is 
in fo rm a lly d e ta ile d from 
childhood in Nebraska (he 
suffered from an overabun­ 
dance of shortness and in­ 
telligence), through his ad­ 
ventures at Yale and his 
struggles in New York as an 
unemployed actor, talent 
coordinator for the Tonight 
Show, comedy writer, stand- 
up comic and, ultimately, TV 
talk-show host. 


" I’m amazed at how long 
the mechanics took to get the 
book out,” Cavett says. " I’m 
used to doing a television 


show and seeing the taped 
eiy.” 
results almost immediately. 
Still, there’s a permanence 
about the printed page which 
satisfies him. "The book is 
there and you can take it 
down from the shelf and fon­ 
dle it, as they lay,” he says 
smiling 
The "appetite” for w riting 
is there, too. "The other day, 
he says, “ Burgess, Anthony 
— I always seem to talk like 
a lib r a r y c a ta lo g u e 
— 
seemed to be urging me to 
write-more." 
This does not mean, how­ 
ever, a return to the comedy 
w riting he did for Jack Paar 
and Johnny Carson, "unless I 
had to do it to earn a living. 
“ I don’t know where I want 
to go now," he continues, 
"and I'm not pulled in any 
one direction. I’m a per­ 
form er and not a w rite r 
who's taken to performing ’’ 
Porterfield interjects, 
In 
other times, he would have 
been an actor. He does so 
well in the talk-show atmo­ 
sphere because it’s liberat­ 
ing to him." 
A self-confessed sta r- 
chaser (the book is full of his 
encounters as an unknown 
w ith c e le b ritie s ), C avett 
denies that, now that he’s on 
the other side, he’s inaccessi­ 
ble to his fans. 
"I tend to vacillate bet­ 
ween bein g e x c e s s iv e ly 
available ana realizing that I 
can’t afford to be. When 
someone shouts to you. as 
they did to Katharine Hep­ 
burn, ‘Hey, come over here, 
we made you,’ it’s hard to see 
it that way. (She replied: 
‘Like hell you did!’) People 
tend to say, you’re a very p ri­ 
vate person. They don’t seem 
to know that an excessive 
amount of adoration tends to 
rankle. For instance, after

Pan American again 


I wrote recently about the plight of 
Pan American Airways, concluding that 
for all the vicissitudes it has suffered in 
the past few years, there is no reason 
now to subsidize it directly out of tai 
funds a conclusion from which I have 
not departed

demands that Pan Am’s case be stated 
more fully than I, at least, did, and that 
we draw from it those lessons we should 
about what tends to happen when the 
United States government attempts to 
regulate commerce.

These figures suggest the productivity 
of the personnel of Pan Am, and suggest 
that even though a Pan Am pilot gets 
paid over twice what his counterpart in 
Quantas is paid, nevertheless when the 
figures are all sorted out, the per 
employe productivity is higher Caution 


It could mean, though this is not here 
alleged, the service is pro tanto poorer 
Here is another index A comparison 
of operating expenses to Revenue Ton 
Miles Once again, Pan Am leads with 
40 1 cents per mile Next is Northwest 
with 42 1 cents per mile, way down 
(among American carriers) is Eastern, 
with 63 2 cents per mile.

Proposition 2, 3 and 4 


There are 17 propositions on 
the 
November 
5 
general 
election ballot dealing with 
everything from a bond issue 
to whether or not to build a 
dam. 
We will offer our opinion 
today on three of the issues, 
Proposition 2, 3, and 4 
Proposition 2, if approved, 
will allow cities and counties 
to adopt, amend or repeal 
charters, without approval of 
the State Legislature. 
We recommend a yes vote 
on this measure. Legislative 
approval of what a city wants 
to do with its charter has been 
required since 1879 and in 95 
years, the Legislature has 
never 
rejected 
either 
a 
charter 
or 
a 
charter 
amendment. 
It 
is 
an 
antiquated requirement that 
should 
be 
eliminated. 
It 
furthers 
home 
rule. 
No 
opposition is voiced to this 
measure by any organization 
or individual. 
Proposition 3 would exempt 
from civil service status the 
chief and five staff members 
of 
the 
newly 
formed 
California 
Postsecondary 
Education Commission. This 
commission, created by the 
Legislature, is responsible for 
preparing a comprehensive 
five-year plan for California 
higher education which will 
integrate the programs and 
plans for various public and 
private institutions. It would 
be, in our opinion, exceedingly 
unwise to remove or exempt 
these key people from civil 
service status and turn them 
into political appointments. It 
could affect education for 
years. 
Proposition 
3 
is 
essentially 
identical 
to 
Proposition 7 on the June 
ballot which was defeated by 
the 
voters. 
We 
strongly 
recommend a no vote on this 
measure. 
Proposition 4 is designed to 
juggle the makeup of the 
University of California board 
of 
regents. 
The 
board 
presently 
consists 
of 
16 
members appointed by the 
governor to 16-vear terms 
each 
and 
eight 
ex-officio 
members. If approved, the 
total makeup of the regents 
would 
be 
18 
governor 
appointees each serving 12- 
year terms and seven ex- 
officio 
members. 
The 
president of the state Board of 
Agriculture and the president 
of the Mechanics Institute of 


San 
Francisco 
would 
be 
removed from the board and 
the vice president of the 
alumni association would be 
added 
as 
an 
ex-officio 
member with the governor 
having 
two 
additional 
appointments. 
Although we are unhappy to 
see the governor get the 
opportunity to make two more 
appointments to the board of 
regents, 
we 
are 
consoled 
partly in the fact that the 
proposition calls for a 12- 


member advisory committee 
to be consulted prior to the 
appointments. The advisory 
committee s makeup appears 
to 
be 
capable 
of 
being 
responsive to the needs and 
aspirations of the people of 
California. We are consoled 
also by reduction in terms 
from 16 to 12 years, a move we 
have been championing for 
some time. 


We recommend a reluctant 
yes on Proposition 4.

In all of our lifetime we have never 
experienced the drama of serving on a 
jury It is a duty that we have wanted to 
perform 
but, for some 
reason or 
another, we have never been selected In 
all of our lifetime, we have been called 
once. However, under questioning, when 
they found out we were a newsman, we 
were excused. 
We have yet to talk 
to anyone who has 
served on a jury who 
did not believe that it 
was 
a 
great 
experience Many said 
it 
was 
fascinating. 
Cohorts all around us 
have served on juries 
even though they are 
newsmen and we still 
wonder why we were 
excused. 
Jury duty may be 
experience, but for the 
will be selected for the Watergate trial, 
we think it will be 
a much different 
story It is not certain just how long that 
trial will last, but some estimates say as 
long as three, maybe four months 
The jurors selected face the prospect 
of being sequestered, literally blocked 
out of the life stream, for that long a 
period of time 
However long the trial takes, each 
night they will he locked up in their hotel 
rooms and denied access to radio, 
television and newspapers. They will 
even be denied private visits from their 
family 
and 
friends, 
lest 
they 
be 
influenced by other than the evidence 
presented in court. 
Their only communication with the 
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outside world will be through or in the 
presence of their guards and court 
officials. 
It will be quite a pi ice to pay for a 
duty to perform 
Frankly, their service will actually 
amount to a more severe and possibly 
longer confinement 
than 
has been 
handed out to some of the lesser figures 
convicted in previous Watergate cases. 
Some of these figures were sentenced to 
spend a few 
months in the easy 
atmosphere of "minimum security” 
prisons where the only restriction on 
them was that they could not leave the 
grounds
